In accordance with a petition signed 
by a number of citizens, May or Tru­ 
man called a meeting at the court 
house Thursday evening of all inter­ 
ested to take some action toward col­ 
lecting and forwarding corn for the 
relief of the starving millions of human 
beings in India. 
The meeting was late in coming to 
order and but a limited number were 
present when Secretary Pierce of the 
Y. M. C. A. stated the object of the 
meeting and moved that May or Tru­ 
man act as chairman. 
The first thing on the program wa» a 
song by the Shogren quartette, the 
blending of whose excellently trained 
voices filled the room with harmony . 
Rev. C. Fickenger 
then 
offered 
pray er, which was followed by another 
song by the Shogrens. 
Hon. J. F. Palmer was then called on 
for some remarks. 
He did not regard 
the limited attendance a discouraging 
f *ature at this early stage of the pro- 
c » edings: for he remembered on a sim­ 
ilar occasion a meeting was called to 
secure aid for the Kansas sufferer when 
a much less number were present, but 
as a result of that meeting two car 
loads of supplies were forwarded from 
Dixon and the 
rural districts con­ 
tiguous thereto. 
He said that when 
India's distress was first brought to his 
attention, he thought (as 
probably 
many still think) that England could 
take care of her own suffering subjects: 
but a little investigation convinced him 
that in this case it is simply 
im­ 
possible. 
The famine stricken region 
covers an area seven times larger than 
Illinois, and the lowest computation 
stated that 80,000,000 human beings 
are 
in 
an 
absolutely 
starving 
condition. 
This 
is 
more 
than 
10,000,000 
in 
excess 
of 
the 
entire population of the United States 
at this time. 
Could this country — 
could any country alone take care of 
all of these until the next harvest 
season? 
Millions of these must neces­ 
sarily die before aid can reach them, 
but in the face of such a crisis it is the 
d u ty of every one to sink all considera­ 
tions of nationality in the common 
cause of humanity . 
India is a land 
subject to drouth, and pes" ilence and 
famine: but not in a hundred y ears, 
perhaps not in twice that time, has the 
distres: been as widespread as now. 
Our 
country 
is Hooded with corn, 
which is almost a glut on the m a r k e t- 
worth but a pittance in mor ey . 
It wilt 
cost but a triile to keep life in a man 
until India's next supply of native food t 
matures. 
Individually he thought he 
could tat least 
support 
twenty -five, 
which he was certainly most willing to 
do. 
Others could doubtless do more. 
Famine is over there: a plentiful sup­ 
ply of food is here: our people if not 
demonstrative, are generously hospi- 
able. 
The question to be decided is 
how to get the food to the starving 
men, women and children in the quick­ 
est possible time 
Mr. Pierce stated that from a few aft 
ernoon's canvass he felt sure that the 
farmers of this vicinity would williDg- 
ly furnish the corn if the townspeople 
would see to furnishing transportation. 
Among the farmers he had spoken to, 
not oae had refused help. 
Four hund­ 
red 
bushels 
at least was already 
p edged, which would nearly till one 
car. 
He had no doubt but very much 
more could be secured. 
Inareply to a 
question from Chas. E. Decker of P al­ 
my ra as to the expense of transpo rta­ 
tion, Mr. Pierce said that for shipment 
so great a distance it seemed to be nec­ 
essary that 
the 
corn 
should 
be 
kiln-dried. 
This would cost two to 
three cents per bushel. 
As to trans­ 
portation: the most direct route would 
be by way of Ban^Prancisco. 
Free 
transportation had been assured on 
the C. A N. W. Ry . as far as Omaha, 
and though Mr. Murray was in corres­ 
pondence with the companies west and 
thought without doubt free transpo rt­ 
ation could be secured through to the 
coast, no definite intelligence could be 
given on that point as y et. There were 
no dry ing kilns at 
O m aha: but there 
were in Chicago. 
Mr. Truman thought that before we 
could go to our business men for money 
donations, we should be in a position to 
answer all probable questions 
to ex­ 
pense of transportation, routes, etc. 
Mr. P a lm e r said w ith reg ard to kiln 
d ry in g th e corn, th a t his e x p er ie n c e 
w arranted him in say ing 
th a t May No. 
2 corn could be safely shipped to any 
part of the United States, and from 
Boston to Europe without being kiln- 
dried. 
How it would be in shipping to 
India he was not prepared to » ay . 
Mr. Truman said thet this was true 
with regard to winter shipment of No. 
2 c or n : but that corn shipped even to 


N e w Orieans in the summer had to be 
kiln-dried. 
Rev. T. F. Dornbiaser spoke encour­ 
aging of the general feeling, so far he 
had been able to ascertain it. on the 
subject of affording help to India in 
her present distress, and had no doubt 
but that when the matter was brought 
before the people in a businesslike way 
it would meet a hearty and prompt re­ 
sponse. 
Mr. Decker said that among the few 
neighboring farmer- to whom he had 
mentioned the matter from 1 d0 to 2u0 
bushels were readily promised, and 


more could be secured in his neighbor- 
hood with very little effort: and would 
be bro lgbt in at any thime when the 
people were ready for its delivery . 
Rev. A. R. Bickenbaek cry stalized 
his suggestions on the subject into a 
resolution, 
which was 
passed, that 
Secretary Pierce be instructed to cor­ 
respond at once with-the proper parties 
in Chicago and a» certain all necessary 
information in regard to the shipment, 
etc. 
He also moved that the may or 
appoint committees to solicit donation» 
ty id co-operate with Secretary Pierce 
in a way to secure the earliest re­ 
sult!-. 
Geo. H. Squires gave some very 
practical suggestions with regard to 
the matter in hand, showing that he 
was intelligently interested in the mat­ 
ter from a business standpoint. 
Rev. Biekenback moved a vote of 
thanks to Secretary Pierce for the 
laborious interest with which he has 
pushed the matter to the present point 
and the meeting then adjourned. 
We hope in a few day s at the most to 
make public the result of the inquiries 
as to shipments, etc., and follow the 
same with a report of the work of the 
soliciting committees. 
We think we 
can say without doubt that tfie work 
will be placed in the proper hands,and 
that the people of Dixon and the sur­ 
rounding districts which have never 
y et failed to come to the help of the suf­ 
fering when called upon so to do, will 
in this case not stultify their past record 
of philanthropic generosity .

the chem ical composition of fish at a 11 
reliable. 
“ The album inoid m atte r in 
w h ite fish, its cod, haddock and halibut, 
is in about the same proportion as in 
beef and m utton. 
They contain, how ­ 
ever, more phosphorus— t ie activ e fish, 
such as t out and pickerel, containing a 
still g reater amount, due no doubt to 
their activ ity. 
The am ount of carbon 
depends larg ely upon the am ount of fat 
they contain. 
The whitefish are, there­ 
fore, deficient n carbon. 
If you should 
ask an intellig ent cook w hat v eg etable 
to serve w ith a boiled w h itefish she 
would answ er q uickly, potatoes, as they 
supply the w anting carbohydrates. 
“ There are other kinds of tish, how ­ 
ever, such as salmon, catfish and stur­ 
g eon, that are q uite w ell supplied w ith 
carbohydrates, in conseq uence of which 
they are not so easily dig ested ¡is the 
w hite fish. 
The more oil they have dis­ 
persed throug h the body, the more diffi­ 
cult fhe dig estion. In the w hite fish the 
fat is held in the liv er; in the dark tish 
it is dispersed throug h the entire flesh. 
From this fact we learn that dark fish 
make a m uch better diet for thr activ e 
man. 
Many authorities affirm that the 
more activ e fish, as well as the more 
activ e anim als, g ive better muscle mnk 
ing lood than their more indolent relu 
t ions. ”
